This Second Renewed Petition is submitted in response to the Decision on 
Petition under 37 C.F.R 1.47(a) and 37 C.F.R 1. 137(b) ("Decision") dated May 25, 2004, 
which granted the petition under 37 C.F.R 1.47(a) and dismissed the petition under 37 
C.F.R. 1.137(b). The Decision stated that the petition under 37 C.F.R. 1.137(b) was 
dismissed because petitioners did not provide a proper reply to the Notification of 
Missing Requirements, dated March 20, 2002, requiring a diskette containing the 
Sequence Listing. The Decision requested a true copy of the sequence-related materials 
on the diskette submitted on April 18, 2003. 

Petitioners note that in response to the Notification of Missing Requirements 
dated March 20, 2002, petitioners submitted a diskette containing the Sequence Listing 
along with a paper copy and a Statement Accompanying the Sequence Listing on April 
18, 2003 (see enclosed date-stamped postcard of April 18, 2003).

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In response to the Decision dated May 25, 2004, petitioners submit a true copy of 
the diskette containing the Sequence Listing that was submitted on April 18, 2003 along 
with a paper copy printed therefrom and a new Statement Accompanying the Sequence 
Listing attesting to the identity of the information on the diskette and the paper copy of 
the Sequence Listing. 

Since petitioners had submitted all the documents that were required to respond to 
the Notice of Missing Requirements by January 13, 2004 (see enclosed date-stamped 
postcards of April 18, 2003 and January 13, 2004), this appHcation should be considered 
as in compliance with 35 USC 371(c)(1), (c)(2), and (c)(4) as of January 13, 2004. 
Please modify all records in the United States Patent and Trademark Office to reflect this 
status. If a filing receipt is prepared subsequent to the decision on petition, please also 
ensure that the "filing date", which reflects compHance with all of the national stage 
filing requirements, is January 13, 2004.
